By his performance within the last 
twenty-four noun. Col. Prior has un¬ 
doubtedly established a record as the 
-fastest quick change urtist that has ever 
stepped upon the troubled political stage 
iu this province. Daring that time be 
has read two of his principal advisers 
out of hi* cabinet, has received the rraig- 
1 atioo of a third, and has himself suf¬ 
fered defeat at the hands of the legisla¬ 
ture. When toe Premier rose in his 
place immediately after the convening 
of the House he recognixcfl that he waa 
facing a desperate situation, but b# met 
It with a cheerful courage, which has 
been such a valuable a sort to him 
throughout his political career. Even
